then.set-up their own . prices, and 
the public have to pay for what fs 
demanded beenuse : of the scarélty 
and the fnct that the Lans have 
control of the market, : 


3. The Lins do not buy the goods 
from ‘the farmers, nor do they scl! 
any to the public, They. act more or 
less ns an exchange, through which 
buyers tind sellers of the goods are 
found. Each Lan finds a number. of 
sellers (that Is the farmers) und the 
buyers (that is the people who even- 
tunlly sell the goods to the generat 
public), These sellers and buyers 
meet regularly ut the. premises of 
their own chosen Lan, and the price 
of the goods Is arranged and agreed 
to between the buyers and sellers 
themselves, without any Intervention 
or Interference on the part. of their 
Lan. After a deal {s.concluded be- 
tween the seller and.the buyer, the 
Lan weighs tho‘roods, which acts’ os 
fn impartial welgher for both parties, 
hen jhe goods are weighed the Lan 
Days Buch purchase price to the sel- 
ler for the buyer as agreed to be- 
tween the seller and-the buyer, and 
then collects it back from the buyer 
afterwards, to some of whom the Lan 
has sometimes: to give credit. ‘The 
Lan fs responsible to the seller for 
duc payment of the purchase: -price 
y the buyer, who is generally known 
only to the Lan and not to the seller,

Commission Charged 


For the purpose of varrying out its 
:functions each Lan,’ according to 
the extent of ‘its business, has to 
employ na large number of employees, 
‘In return for its services for finding 
the ‘buyer, providing * the meeting 
place, weighing the goods, and for 
guarantecing due and “punctual pay- 
ment of the purchase price, the Lan 
charges the seller only a commission 
at the rate of 6.465 on the purchase 
price recelved by ‘the seller and 
nothing more. If therefore the seller 
gets a higher price for his goods, the 
Lan also recelyes more, because its 
commission fs based on the ‘price, Is 
this charge not ‘fair, and reasonable? 


Moreover, usually, each day there} ' 


are on the average 20 to 30 of the 
sellers In the case of the blgger Lan, 
or Jess in other cases,who take thelr 
meals. at—tho-.Lan-and--pay-nothing 
for them, Tho Lan, of course, ‘is 
under no legal obligation to give 
em.such meals, .byt if has been 
more or less the practice or custom 
that tho sellers wifo happen to be in 
the Lan ‘at: meal time expect to be 
asked to participate in’ the © meal 
along with the Lan's fokls.
